STATE OF SIEGE AFTER RIOT 


GUATEMALA CITY, July 27 
(AP)—This capital city was under 
a state of seige today as a re- 
sult of Tuesday's anti-govern- 
ment rioting in which one per- 
son was killed and many wound- 
ed.

The Peace Petition: For 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Does the Post-Dispatch propose the 
use of the atomic bomb in Korea? Or 
will the Post-Dispatch join with the mil- 
lions of people throughout the world 
who are demanding that the A-bomb 
be outlawed in the same way that poison 
gas was outlawed? 


The International Red Cross, Meth- 
odists, Presbyterians, Quakers and other 
religious groups in the United States; 
the cardinals and bishops of the Roman 
Catholic Church of France; the entire 
cabinet and the Premier of Finland; 
former Premier Vittorio Orlando of 
Italy; Eduard Herriot, president of the 
French Senate; Dr. Albert Einstein, 
Thomas Mann, George Bernard Shaw, 
Mme. Sun Yat-sen, Duke Ellington, and 
many other prominent. organizations. 
and individuals have called for the ban- 
ning of atomic weapons. 


The Stockholm Pledge of Peace Pe- 
tition in very simple and direct terms 
gives the common people of the world 
an opportunity to state their position 
on this vital question. 


Over 200,000,000 people, including 
many thousands in St. Louis, have al- 
ready signed this declaration for peace 
and against the mass slaughter and the 
maiming of people. For Americans, 
the signing of this petition does not 
mean placing that person on record for 
or against United States action in Ko- 
rea. Many who sign support the war 
in Korea, but are against the use of 
the A-bomb; others, the opinion that 
“we have no business in Korea.” Only 
a very few say that we should use the 
bomb in the mistaken opinion that this 
would end the war and save American 
lives. 

The atomic bomb does not discrimi- 
nate between military and non-military, 
light or dark skin, South Korean and 
North Korean, women and children. 
Christian or non-believer. Nor will the 
bomb, if used, discriminate between 
“Red” and “Anti-Red.” And surely we 
must know that atomic war could well 
mean destruction of American cities 
and American lives. 


Secretary of State Dean Acheson has 

coe said that “the choice of weapons 
s incidental.” Our President, Mr. Tru- 
man, has declared: “I would say to you 
that I would do it again, if I have to,” 
(while speaking in defense of his deci- 
sion to use the bomb at Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki). Very recently, President 
Truman refused to answer questions as 
to whether he would order the use of 
the A-bomb in Korea. 

Under these circumstances, we be- 
lieve that it is a most urgent and most 
democratic and patriotic duty of the 
American people to speak out and let 
our leaders and the leaders of the rest 
of the world know that we demand the 
outlawing of the atomic weapons. And 
the people, are speaking out. They are 
demanding the banning of the A-bomb. 

Is this the reason for the editorial at- 
tack on the Stockholm Peace Petition? 

Is this why the Post-Dispatch Red- 
baits and shouts “Communist” at those 
who sponsor the petition, and calls those 
who sign fools? 

On the same day of your attack, Gen. 
Eisenhower, spoke out against the use 
of the A-bomb in Korea. 


Regardless of how one might fed 
about the Stockholm peace pledge or 
the war in Korea, we think there is 
something very basic to our democracy 
involved in this matter, and we think 
the editors owe to the people a very 
direct and unequivocal answer to this 
question: Shall the people continue to 
have the right peacefully to petition 
their government without fear and in- 
timidation?

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


While the spurious peace petition is 
‘being handed around, I feel it is vital 
to those of us who share contrary con- 
victions to refute this misleading.and 
insidious instrument of propaganda, 

ith whatever ability we may claim. 

When aggression occurs, as it has oc- 
curred, our resort cannot be to cry 
peace, for peace is raised upon a foun- 
dation of law. Our resort must there- 
fore be law and its enforcement. 


Does one cry “Peace! Peace!” when 
he has been robbed, or “Help! Help’? 
He expects the civil law to act in his 
defense. The law being the foundation 
of civil liberty (enforced by the gov- 
ernment in democratic states) and of 
international liberty, the irresponsible, 
whether civil or international, must be 
held responsible before the law for vio- 
lation of the rights of man. 

Thus, to speak of outlawing the atom 
bomb with any irresponsible aggressor, 
or any aggressor, is to dream. In any 
case, outlawing the A-bomb will not 
prevent war, aggression or guarantee 
peace. Something more is needed. 

To agreeably disarm ourselves while 
Russia proceeds with the most deadly 
armament behind her curtain of secre- 
cy is to enter into a voluntary conspira- 
cy to hoodwink ourselves and other such 
gullible nations as follow suit. 

It is futile to cry peace; to, so to 
speak, blueprint a law, and withhold 
the means of securing its effect, while, 
nonetheless, expecting the blessings of 
its accomplishment. Our hopes become 
inflated, are empty and meaningless. 

To cry peace, when the very basis of 
peace is being tested can be treason- 
able. To cry peace now, is to cry peace 
for the enemy and not for ourselves.

No Monkey Business 


Former Mayor Kaufmann and former Police 
Board President Priest, as co-chairmen of the 
Citizens’ Committee for the New Charter, take 
off the gloves in their new. appeal to the Elec- 
tion Board. They come out and say frankly that 
the reason for special deputies in the polling 
places next Tuesday is because an honest vote 
needs to be guaranteed in the face of opposition 
to the charter by regular ward organizations by 
both parties. 

Unless the Election Board reconsiders its de- 
cision, there will be neither deputy election 
commissioners nor watchers and challengers in 
the polling places next Tuesday to assure an 
honest vote on the proposed new city charter. 

The four-member Board of Election Commis- 
sioners decided that the law did not permit the 
appointment of deputy commissioners in the 
time remaining. As pointed out by the Election 
Board, precinct judges and clerks must be se- 
lected 60 days before the election, their names 
published and a police check made on each 
appointee. 

Previously, the Citizens’ Committee for the 
New Charter decided against asking for watchers 
and challengers since the law requires a cam- 
paign committee making such a request to file 
the names of its members 30 days before 
the election. 

= . - 

For this situation, the Board of Aldermen, of 
course, is responsible. It set the charter vote on 
primary day with so little time to spare that the 
30-day requirement for watchers could not be 
compiied with, to say nothing of the 60-day re- 
quirement for new deputy election commis- 
sioners. 

That was part of a political scheme to keep 
down the vote on the charter in the belief that 
it could be defeated if the people could be pre- 
vented from voting in large numbers. That 
scheme cannot be allowed to carry over into the 
election machinery. 

There are four St. Louisans who are obligated 
above all other citizens to see that the proposed 
charter gets an honest count. They are: 

Paul C. Calcaterra 
Harry Schendel 
Sigmund Bass 
Cliff G. Haley 

These four men are Gov. Forrest Smith’s ap- 
pointees to the St. Louis Election Board. They 
are having their first major test—the first test 
in which the spoils’ politicians are on one side 
and the people’s interests are on the other. 

The community is watching these four men. 


‘It is watching them because it expects to see 


them do their full duty as guarantors of an hon- 
est vote. But the people are taking nothing for 
granted. 

* * * 

Back in 1936 a St. Louis Election Board failed 
to do its duty. It was unfit for public office. 
Public opinion was so outraged that the Gover- 
nor who appointed that faithless board was com- 
pelled to remove his own appointees. 

Thanks to more recent Election Boards, St. 
Louis has had no vote scandal in a long time. 
And the city intends to have none in connection 
with the referendum on the hard and construc- 
tive Work of the Freeholders. 

The decision of Chairman Calcaterra and 
Members Schendel, Bass and Haley against 
deputy commissioners in the polling places only 
makes it the more imperative that they guaran- 
tee an honest count in every last precinct. 

If the Election Board can possibly comply 
with the committee’s new request, it would be 
well-advised to do so. If the board cannot place 
special deputies in all the wards perhaps it can 
place some of the available reserve in the river 
wards where there is greatest likelihood of a 
dishonest count. 

The Election Board is on the spot. It will 
stay on that spot until St. Louisans have been 
assured that they have had an honest vote on

This news should be a reminder to city resi- 
dents who have the additional reason of voting 
in order to support the proposed new charter for 
St. Louls. Those who will be away Tuesday may 
vote in advance through Monday. Qualified 
voters who are absent now may write for ab- 
sentee ballots, obtain them and have them 
counted if they are returned in time. 

It took years to get a decent absentee voting 
law through the Legislature at Jefferson City. 
Now that it is in effect, St. Louisans could have 
few better causes in which to use it.

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A Shifting Tax Burden 


Senator George says Congress is unlikely to 
grant President Truman's request that higher 
tax rates apply to the whole of 1950 income for 
corporations. He indicates Congress may give 
corporations the same treatment the President 
suggested for individuals, whose new tax rates 
would apply only on the last quarter of this 
year’s income. 

If Senator George has his way, the result will 
be to postpone the effective date of the new 
corporation taxes until 1952, while individuals 
take the rap immediately. For whereas the bulk 
of individual income taxes are paid in the year 
in which the income is earned, corpofations pay 
theirs the year after the income is earned. 

When Senator George talks about not apply- 
ing the new rates to 1950 income, he is talking 
about maintaining the present rates on corpora- 
tion taxes that will be paid all through 1951. 

We think that would be an unwarranted dis- 
crimination in favor of corporations. And corpo- 
rations, as the House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee pointed out on June 23, have already come 
off with the largest percentage tax reductions 
since the end of the war. 

Just how well the corporations have done in 
the postwar tax shuffle may be judged by com- 
paring Treasury receipts for the peak postwar 
years with those for the fiscal year which ended 
in July 1949—the most recent year for which 
full statistics are available: 


At the peak in 1944, individuals 
paid $20.2 billion into the Treasury. In 
1949, they paid $18.7 billion—a decrease of 
7 per cent. 


At the wartime peak in 1945, corporations 
paid $16.3 billion into the Treasury. In 1949, 
they paid $11.5 billion—a decrease of 42 per 
cent. 


It is clear that a major shift in the burden of 
taxation has occurred since the war—a shift 
away from corporations to individuals. In his 
interim tax plan, President Truman proposes to 
increase individual taxes by 3 billions a year and 
corporation taxes by 144 billions a year—which 
would further accentuate the shift. 

Senator George's plan to postpone the effec- 


tive date of the corporation tax increase would 
show altogether too much tenderness for a 
sector of the economy which, by and large, has 
been doing very well.

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Fog of Half-Truths 


In today’s letter column from the people, Lou 
Kimmel asks the Post-Dispatch a question and 
by inference makes a serious charge against us. 
Mr. Kimmel, who is chairman of the organiza- 
tion circulating here the Stockholm “peace peti- 
tion,” asks whether we propose the use of the 
atomic bomb in Korea. 

We agree with military experts who point out 


_ that use of the atomic bomb in Korea is sense- 


less, because bombing targets there are so small 
that high explosive bombs can do the job as well, 
or perhaps even better. We hope that it never 
will be necessary to use an atomic bomb any- 
where, just as we wish it were never necessary 
to use rifles or tanks or fighter planes. 

But as long as there is aggression in the world, 
and there is in Korea, then such “old-fashioned” 
weapons are necessary, and we cannot say, as 
Mr. Kimmel and his supporters would have us 
say, that an atomic bomb will never be neces- 
sary. The United States alone cannot agree to 
tie its hands in advance in this matter*without 
knowing what the circumstances may turn out to 
be. Particularly can we not agree to dispense 
permanently with the atomic bomb when Russia 
has made it abundantly clear by its actions in 
the United Nations that it reserves the right to 
use the bomb whenever it likes. 


For only Russia and its satellites blocked a 
United Nations plan which would have made 
use of atomic weapons impossible.-Instead Soviet 
Russia wants to “outlaw” atomic weapons “in 
the same way that poison gas was outlawed.” 
This is by unenforceable agreement and where 
there is no good faith there can be no outlaw- 
ing under that system, as was demonstrated 
when all nations in the last war made poison gas. 


Further weaknesses in the Kimmel argument 
are listed in the letter from Mr. Cook which 
follows Mr. Kimmel’s. In addition, as this news- 
paper has pointed out previously, the “peace” 
petition is a fraud because it defines use of 
atomic weapons, not aggression, as a crime; be- 
cause it includes no workable method of achiev- 
ing peace, and because of its Communist spon- 
sorship. International Communism is backing 
the invasion of South Korea. International Com- 
munism hopes only to weaken and divide the 
free world by misleading people with good in- 
tentions into signing these petitions for the bene- 
fit of Moscow’s propaganda machine. 


Finally, Mr. Kimmel wishes. to know whether 
we wish to abrogate the peoples’ right to peti- 
tion their government. That is a fundamental 
right which should not be abridged. But equally 
fundamental is the right to point out which peti- 
tions serve the best interests of the people and 
which do not; which are honest and which are 
spurious. 


The Free World Responds 


Most heartening are the offers of troops from 
other nations to help the United Nations forces 
drive the Communist aggressor from South Ko- 
rea. For this is concrete evidence for all the 
world to see that this undertaking is indeed a 
United Nations effort to restore the peace, not a 
United States venture in imperialism. 


And there is reason for gratitude. Britain has 
decided to send ground troops to Korea, not- 
withstanding its sorely-straitened economy and 
its large commitments in Malaya, Germany and 
the Middle East. Turkey, which is living under 
continuous threat of Russian invasion, offers 
4500 men. Thailand, threatened by Chinese and 
Indochinese forces, offers 4000 men. 


These troops, with ground forces Australia and 
New Zealand are planning to send, would sup- 
plement the international navy and air force al- 
ready in action. They are signs that the free 
world has learned the lesson of the ’30s—that 
aggression can be stopped only by force, and 
that security must indeed be collective. 
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Mistakes Not to Be Repeated 

Ideologies for which men are willing to fight 
and die are an integral part of modern warfare. 
So are the guerrilla bands, the partisans and the 
men of the maquis, whose convictions are so 
intense that they take to the hills to carry on 
the battle when all else fails. 

Communists seem to be particularly successful 
at the art of giving men the convictions neces- 
sary for guerrilla activity, and in Korea, the 
Communist invaders have received considerable 
help from guerrillas behind our lines. 

But apparently there has been no comparable 
activity, on a large scale at least, behind the 
Communist lines. This failure is disturbing, and 
if absence of reports does indeed indicate ab- 
sence of activity, then it may be a measure of 
United States failure in our five-year adminis- 
tration of South Korea for the United Nations. 

We did not win to our cause the vast majority 
of the South Koreans. We supported Syngman 
Rhee, who too often tried to run South Korea in 
the image of a police state. Such economic im- 
provements for the benefit of the people as land 
reform were made, but only slowly. 

This specter from the past is sure to haunt us 
when we do reverse the tide in Korea. But more 
important, it-is haunting us now in the rest of 
Southeast Asia. There is little reason to believe 
that we are gaining many supporters among the 
common people. So long as we back Asia’s Rhees 
and Chiang Kai-sheks, its puppet Bao Dais and 
the systems they represent, we make democracy’s 
task in the Orient only that much more difficult. 
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Self-Restraint for Somebody Else 


Members of the American Retailers’ Associa- 
‘tion, when they met in St. Louis, were full of 
reproaches for panic buying by the public. They 
passed a resolution promising to conduct their 
businesses in such 4 way as to combat infla- 
tion and make price control unnecessary. 

Then, judging by the reports of St. Louis 
wholesalers, the retailers scurried out and did 
some panic buying of their own. Sheets, pil- 
low cases, cotton yard goods and nylons have 
been virtually cleaned off the wholesalers’ 
shelves by an extraordinary influx of retail 
buyers. 

Where is it all going to end? If the con- 
sumer denounces hoarding, and then buys him- 
self a tidy hoard; if the retailer denounces 
panic buying, and then indulges in it himself; 
if the wholesaler reproaches the retailer, and

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Theater TV: New Industry? 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Recent engineering developments seen as spurring movies’ search 
for more varied fare; writer envisions full productions of opera, 
Broadway plays, sports programs in TV theater chains; 50 houses 
may be equipped by end of year at cost of $25,000 plus installation.

When radio was spreading into homes 
in the 1920s, sound was coming into the 
theaters to supplement silent films. To- 
day, while television is making its phe- 
nomenal growth into homes, television 
also is coming into the, theaters in the 
form of theater television. 


For some time the film industry has 
been looking for some means of har- 
nessing the television medium to improve 
the variety of its product for the public. 
This search is motivated not so much to 
counter such effects as telecasting may 
have on theater attendance, but by the 
positive desire to improve theater attrac- 
tions and win additional patrons. 


Theater television has been incubated 
for some twenty. years, long before there 
was any question of television impact on 
theater attendance. But some of its basic 
equipment problems were not licked until 
a short time ago, thereby delaying its 
start until recently. | 

Theater television requires special tele- 
vision equipment in the theaters, now 
selling for about $25,000 plus installation. 
The television image is enlarged so that 
it fills the movie-size screen, the smallest 
screen to date being 15x20 feet—about 
300 times larger than the screen surface 
of the large home receivers. 


The engineering accomplishments which 
have made theater television ready are 
the development of an effective Schmidt 
optics system and superior electronic cir- 
cuits for direct theater television projec- 
tion, and the development of rapid proc- 
essing and superior, synchronized film 
recording on 35 mm. stock, all in less 
than 20 seconds, for the intermediate film 
type of theater television. ‘ 


Details of Image Clearer 


In detail and resolution as well as in 
graduation of monochrome shades, theater 
television already far exceeds present 
home television reception, but brightness 
is not as high as in the home. Details 
unintelligible on home sets are large and 
clear in theater television. 


During the last World Series there was 
noticeable on theater screens a round 
object over second base looking much 
like a baseball whenever the home base 
camera at Ebbetts Field was used. This 
resulted from a tiny fleck on the tube 
of the pickup camera, not large enough 
to be noticeable on home sets or the net- 
work monitors, but big as a baseball to 


the theater audience because of the de- 
tailed definition of theater television. 


Theater television will open up new 
potentials for. television programming. 
Where home television dwells upon in- 
formality, limited scope and restricted ac- 
tion, confined design and setting, ‘and 
continual closeups, theater television must 
fill out its theatrical format with size and 
scope, formal presentation, more elaborate 
design and setting, and greater attention 
to the details of melium and long shots. 


The programs envisioned for theater 
television will supplement film presenta- 
tions with spontaneous and immediate at- 
tractions heretofore not possible by film. 
In this category are news, some sports 
events, special variety. shows, and similar 
programs which have an immediacy which 
films cannot attain. 


Two Distinct Industries? 


For example, frequent pickups of the 
Metropolitan Opera are not likely in home 
telecasting, while they may become regu- 
lar features in a chain of theaters hooked 
together through theater television. Tele- 
casters are more likely to create shorter, 
more adaptable versions of opera for their 
medium, as NBC and CBS have done al- 
ready. Theaters, on the other hand, are 
most suitable places for televised trans- 
posing of full performances of the Metro- 
politan Opera, Broadway plays and mus- 
icals, etc., before audiences where the 
theater atmosphere and setting are more 
conducive to faithful enjoyment of the 
original production. 

Much will depend upon the rapidity of 
growth by the new theater television in- 
dustry. There may be some fifty theaters 
going into theater television by the end 
of this year. But this is only 50 out of 
19,000 theaters in the United States. The 
goal of this new medium is to become 
nation-wide. To this end, motion picture 
and other organizations undoubtedly will 
begin to develop programs for theater tele- 
vision. ’ 

An important difference from home 
telecasting is the dependence of theater 
television upon direct public payment for 
programs through the theater box-office, 
whereas home television is advertising- 
supported. These basically different eco- 
nomic foundations inevitably lead to im- 
portant differences in programming and 
promotion to the public, and, in my opin- 
ion, insure two separate television indus- 
tries for the home and for the theater.

The opening date of the Com- 
munity Chest campaign has been 
changed from Oct.. 16 to Nov. 13 
because of the uncertainty of 
needs as a result of the outbreak 
of war in Korea, Donald Danforth, 
general campaign chairman, an- 
nounced today in letters to top 
workers in the drive. 

“Ever since the start of fighting 
in Korea the entire complexion 
of our campaign has been chang- 
ing,” Danforth explained. “Today 
'we frankly do not know whether 
|we will be faced with a Commu- 
inity Chest or a War Chest. The 
only thing certain is that our re- 
sponsibilities are bigger, 
vital and more challenging.” 

It previously had been an- 
nounced that the drive would open 
Oct. 16 with a goal of $5,044,090 
for support of the activities of 
affiliated health and welfare agen- 
cies in 1951. The Community 
Chest board decided to delay the 
start to give more time to deter- 
mine what the needs will be in 
view of the Korean situation. 

Danforth reported that before 
the outbreak of the conflict, the 
Associated Services, successors to 
the United Service Organizations, 
‘requested that they be included in 
the campaign for $69,944. The re- 
quest was denied because of the 
failure of past drives to obtain 
sufficient contributions to meet 
the basic needs. 

The situation changed following 
Korea, Danforth said, when Asso- 
ciated Services was told by Gov- 
ernment officials and military 
representatives that services to 
men in uniforms could not be de- 
layed. The board then voted to 
include the fund requests of Asso- 
ciated Services, which increased 
the goal to $5,114,034. 

Since then, the service men’s 
organization has said its needs 
are more urgent, and has request- 
ed an additional $23,000. This re- 
quest has not been approved be- 
cause an even larger sum may be 
necessary for its program, Dan- 
forth said.

CLEVELAND, July 27 (AP)—A 
scholarly 56-year-old English min- 
ister yesterday became president 
of the World Baptist Alliance. 

He is Dr. F. Townley Lord, pas- 
tor of the Bloomsbury Baptist 
Church in London and editor of 
the Baptist Times. He succeeds 
Dr. C. Oscar Johnson of St. Louis, 
president since his election in 
Copenhagen in 1947. 

Dr. Lord was elected unani- 
mously at the eighth congress of 
the Alliance by some 20,000 dele- 
gates representing the world’s ap- 
proximately 8,000,000 Baptists. 
The congress ends today. 

The new president headed a 
slate of officers and members of 
the executive committee who will 
serve for five years. Their terms 
end at the fiftieth anniversary 
meeting of the Alliance at Lon- 
don in 1955. 

Dr. Lord twice has been presi- 
dent of the British Baptist Na- 
tional Sunday School Union and 
is a former president of the Brit- 
ish Baptist Union. He is a mem- 
ber of the central religious ad- 
visory committee of the British 
Broadcasting Corp. 

During World War I he served 
as a staff lecturer to the British 
troops in France; in World War 
II he was chaplain to the naval 
unit in London. His church in 
Bloomsbury, of which he has been 
pastor since 1930, served as a 
center for naval personnel during 
World War II.

Meat Prices a Guess—Plums 
and Pears Good—Celery 
Prices Down.

E wish that we might pin a 
medal on every St. Louis 
housewife who showed her 
level-headedness by refusing to 
pay the recent high prices on 
meat. Because each one who did 
so played a.definite part in bring- 
ing about the reaction in prices. 
While we certainly do not claim 
that meat prices are reasonable 
there has been a leveling off, with 


the most pronounced decline be- 
ing felt on pork loins. 


This is once more proof of the 
statement that meat prices are 


definitely in the consumers’ hands. 
We have preached this theory be- 
fore and we repeat—you, Mrs. 
Housewife, are in the driver’s 
seat when it comes to controlling 
meat prices if you will realize and 
use your power. The main rea- 
son pork loins are down, for in- 
stance, is the fact that you sim- 
ply didn’t buy when they were 
out of sight. So stick to your 
guns, gals, and don’t pay ridicu- 
lous prices. As we pointed out 
last week, there is enough meat 
to fill normal demands, and there 
will be no shortage if you don’t 
become panicky and try to stock 
up. If you do that you will have 
only yourselves to blame when 
you find prices again on the up- 
ward trend. 

With pork loin prices dipping 
on the wholesale level last week- 
end you should find that pork 
roasts and pork chops are worth 
the money you have to pay for 
them. Veal continues to be a 
wise investment, you might check 
your local store as to ham, and 
bacon is a fairly good value. 
(Don't forget that bacon drippings 
are in a class by themselves as a 
seasoning for some of: the sum- 
mer vegetables). And, while cold 
cuts are up somewhat, they are 
still worth considering. 


There continues to be an am- 
ple supply of chickens, with 
prices holding well in line. And 
don’t overlook the possibilities 
of using turkey. With the erratic 
weather we have been having it 
is hard to make any predictions, 
but with turkey you can be safe 
regardless of whether we have a 
cool weekend or a typical St. 
Louis summer one. If the 
weather is cool, what is better 
than a baked turkey? If it is 
hot, serve cold turkey slices with 
a salad and one hot vegetable. 
Or take just a little trouble and 
turn out a salad which serves as 
the main dish of a meal. ‘Fea- 
tured as a special in one of our 
plush restaurants at a _ price 
which makes you wince, it can be 
easily—and economically—dupli- 
cated at home for your family. 
What is more, it is practically 
guaranteed to gain you a reputa- 
tion as a gourmet if served to 
your friends. Simply line a bowl 
with lettuce, 
mixed with orange segments, 
slices of avocada, top generously 
with Julienne strips of turkey, 
. and serve with plenty of Russian 
dressing. 

We are quite serious about the 
economical aspect of that salad— 
with turkey prices in line, oranges

Eye-appeal in food is as impor- 
tant as proper cooking and sea- 
soning. A dish may be ever so 
tasty but unless it has that qual- 
ity which stimulates the appetite 
of the beholder, much of the 
good is lost. 

Limp 
lettuce, weary vegetables and.a 
conglomeration of colors cer- 
tainly do not lend much to the 
appetite unless the diner is rave- 
nously hungry.

Also available are white seed- 
less grapes, wonderful for sum- 

‘ mer salads and desserts. There 
are more peaches on the market, 
with both Illinois and Arkansas 
now suppling our demands. How- 
ever, the really choice ones didn't 
cheapen a whole lot, since a large 
percentage of the arrivals were 
either very small or very ripe. 
Cantaloupes are a lot cheaper 
than they have been, and water 
melons are plentiful, reasonable 
and delicious. What more could | 
anyone ask? |

Incidentally, did you ever stop 
to consider that watermelons are 
one of the very few foods which 
you can enjoy only while they 
are in season? Give the matter 
a little thought, and you will 
realize that there are many things | 
which are —t available, canned | 
or frozen, the year ‘round. But | 
so far no good method has been | 
found for “putting up” melons. 
True. the rind can be pickled; | 
but the melon itself is a once-a-

WITH THE AMERICAN 
FORCES IN KOREA, July 27— 
Still another retreat was forced 
on American units late yesterday 
as overwhelming waves of North 
Korean Communist infantry com- 
pelled them to evacuate Yong- 
dong, the first town of any con- 
sequence south of Taejon. 

The action followed the famil- 
iar pattern of tactics used by the 
Reds in recent weeks. Knowing 
that the American front is still 
too thinly held, the Communists 
kept probing until they found an 
open flank or wide gaps between 
American units. Through these 
holes they poured their infantry, 
armed with automatic Weapons, 
machine guns and light mortars. 

As before, it was then only a 
matter of time before the Amer- 
ican positions became untenable. 

Process Likely to Continue. 

Until the flanks are firmly 
anchored, this process of biting 
off and chewing up small Amer- 
ican forward units is likely to 
continue. Strong reinforcements 
are needed to anchor the flanks, 
and unless they arrive promptly 
there is a strong possibility that 
the Americans will be forced to 


siretire to beachhead positions. 


Yesterday’s withdrawals were 
fairly well achieved. This time 
artillery was moved to the rear 
without loss, although some units 
had to abandon machine-guns and 
small arms while disengaging the

‘plastered it with fire when we 
|started moving back.” 

Most of Wounded Saved. 

This guiley was a death trap,

evacuate nearly all the wounded. 

Several men, themselves wound- 
ed, managed to carry more se- 
verely wounded on their shoul- 
ders. So disciplined was the unit 
ithat those who were not hurt 
lugged out all abandoned weap- 
ons. 

| Escaping from the draw, the 
‘major led the wounded into a 
‘small village from which Korean 
‘civilians helped carry them across 
the ridge into Yongdong. The 
Reds continued their vicious fire 
‘on the group and killed several 
‘civilians. 

| Meanwhile, First Lt. Edward 
iW. White, of Plattsburg, N. Y., 
‘tried to close the 4000-yard gap 
with a small unit of infantrymen 
reinforced by a mortar section. 
'While his West Point classmate, 
Lt. Harry A. Buckley Jr., also of 
'Plattsburg, looked on from an ob- 


nist soldiers disguised in white 
civilian clothes tried to ambush 
men from the village as they fell 
back. they were wom- 
en, one of Miller’s riflemen hesi- 
tated to fire.

THE ITALIAN, ESPECIALLY from Rome to the tip of 
the boot, is existing in squalor and need, six years after the 
s. ooting stopped. Even in Rome, hundreds of families still live 
in caves. In the small towns along the invasion coast there 
is scarcely a home that does not still show the ravages 
of bombings. The worker earns 24,000 lira a month, about $40, 
and basic necessities are beyond his means. He sees Yankee 
tourists throwing their dough around, but he thinks none of it 
gets to the poor in the cities or the peasants scratching for 
existence. 

Italy, the Balkans, Trieste and Yugoslavia would not stage 
great popular uprisings against Communist invasion. The 
Reds have saturated these regions with anti-U.S. poison — 
that the Yanks wrecked their houses, their roads, their busi- 
ness establishments; that the Russians came in as foot-soldiers, 
not with block-busters; that the thousands of families living 
in ragged tents and roofless houses can thank Uncle Sam. 
All this is something the simple Italian can visualize, as he 
shakes his head and says there is something to it, all right. 

* * * 


IT IS HELD CERTAIN IN Trieste that Tito will never go 
along with any enemy of the Kremlin. He is and always will 
remain a Communist. No friction with Stalin will change his 
allegiance. Our State Department, which poured out millions 
to the Jug dictator, knew it was a gamble, got no substantial 
‘assurances in return. In any event, the impression there is 
that Russia will make no move in the Balkans until after the 
October harvest is in. 

The English openly hate us. The man on the street, who 
voted the Labour Party into power, is fed up with regimenta- 
tion and underfed with rationing—a quarter pound of meat, 
two eggs, etc., a week. Wages are lousy, taxes are murder. 
Instead of feeling that we pitched in with England, he thinks 
we ducked the fight until we were attacked, then did too little 
too late. American tourists are sidestepping England, where 
there is no nightlife, no Scotch, no steak, no fun. Our movies 
show our lives of luxury at home and our newspapers charge 
the Englishman with ingratitude; he sees nothing to be grate- 
ful for—to anyone. He is miserable, confused, shabby and 
hungry. What happens in Korea means not a thing to him. 
What happens to the United States is as negligible. And who 
eares what Russia pulls off in Asia? If Uncle Sam does, let 
him do something about it. It’s none of Britain’s business.

Georgia and got His grandma’s 
recipe for salt-rising bread, and 
now, when he reaches the point 
where he can’t choke down anoth- 
er bite of the mass-produced stuff 
his wife gets at the grocery. store, 
he goes to work and makes him- 


self a batch of salt-rising bread. . 


It restores his sanity, puts his di- 
gestion back on an even keel and 
brings back his faith in things 
generally. 

While I’m not advocating: a re- 
turn té home baking, even the 
little woman, emancipated as she 
is, should recognize the fact that 


different meals call for different ~ 


kinds of bread, and that variety 
is one of the things that keep 
friend husband from hitting her 
over the head with the bread box. 

What, for instance, could travel 
better alongside a pot of baked 
beans than some home-made 
brown bread. Like this:

FIRST, COMBINE ONE-HALF 
cup of sugar, one and a half ta- 
blespoons of melted shortening, 
one egg, lightly beaten, and a 
half cup of molasses. 

‘Next, sift together three cups 
of wholewheat flour, a teaspoon 
of soda and a fourth teaspoon of 
salt. Add this to the first mix- 
ture alternately with a cup and a 
half of buttermilk. Stir in a half 
cup of raisins. 

Turn it into greased molds, 
most people use number two cans, 
and cover it with three or four 
thicknesses of waxed paper. Fasten

the paper with a rubber band. 
Steam it for three or four hours 
and then bake it in a 400-degree 
oven for five minutes. If you use 
a pressure cooker, put it in the 
pan in a rack with a quart of 
water. Cover pan and turn on 
heat. Let the steam flow from the 
vent for 30 minutes. Then set the 
control at five, and cook for 30 
minutes. Cool it instantly, under 
the faucet, and it’s ready to serve.

OF COURSE IT’S A little more 
trouble than ordering a loaf of 
bread, but well worth it. 

If you would like a baked 
brown bread which provides re- 
lief from the usual- bread fare, 
try this: ; 

Scald two cups of milk, and add 
a third of a cup of honey and 


four teaspoons of salt. Let it cool 
until it’s lukewarm: Dissolve 
three packages of dry granular or 
compressed yeast in two cups of 
lukewarm water and add it to the 
lukewarm milk. Now add five 
cups of wholewheat flour and mix 
it well. Next add one third of a 
cup of melted shortening and 
another five cups of.flour. Cover 
it and let it rise in a warm place 
about 80 to 85 degrees, until it 
has doubled its size. That should 
take about an hour. 


Turn it out on a board and 
knead it lightly, using as little 
flour as possible, Divide it into 
three parts. Cover it with a clean 
cloth or a large bowl and let it 
stand on the board until it is al- 
most double in size. This takes 
about 40 minutes. Shape it into 
loaves and place them in loaf pans 


bottom. Cover and let stand 30 
minutes longer. Bake it in a mod- 
erate oven (375 degrees) for an 
hour.

I NEVER KNEW a man who 
didn’t like nut bread. But does 
Friend Husband ever get any nut 
bread? No. My advice to Friend 
Husband is to take this recipe and 
make his own. It’s simple: 

Put a cup of brown sugar in a 
bowl and pour a cup of thick sour 
cream—in which a teaspoon of 
soda has been dissolved—over the 
sugar. Next, add one egg, slightly 
beaten. Now sift together two 
cups of flour and a teaspoon of 
salt and add that too. Last, put 
in three fourths of a cup of 
chopped nut meats. Stir it only 
enough to mix it well. Pour it 
into a loaf pan and let it stand 
for 20 minutes before baking. 
Bake it an hour in a 350-degree 
oven and you've got it made.

IT’S JUST A’ STEP from nut 
bread to date bread. Like this: 
Pour hot water over half a cup 
of chopped dates and let it stand 
while you're fixing the rest of the 
stuff. Sift together a cup and a 
half of flour, a half teaspoon of 
salt, one and a half teaspoons of 
baking powder, and a half tea- 
spoon of soda. Measure it and 
sift it’ again. 

Now slightly cream an egg, a 
third of a cup of sugar, a table- 
spoon of melted butter and a 
teaspoon of vanilla. To this 
creamed mixture add the flour 
and dates alternately, and beat it 
well. Pour it in a bread pan—it 
makes one loaf—and bake it in 
a moderate oven for an hour.

IF YOU WANT something to 
serve with that special casserole 
with which you are going to de- 
light and astound your guests, 
try cheése biscuits. Like this: 


Sift together two cups of flour, 
four teaspoons of baking powder 
and a teaspoon of salt. Work in 
three tablespoons of butter and 
three fourths of a cup of grated 
American cheese. Add two thirds 
of a cup of milk, all at once, and 
stir it until it thickens. Turn it 
on to a slightly floured board 
and knead it half a minute. Cut 
it in small rounds with a biscuit 
cutter, bake in a hot oven (425 
degree) for 12 to 15 minutes, and 
you have something that'll melt 
in your mouth.

Fix It Yourself

Painting Brick Homes. 

If you happen to live in a brick 
house then you probably spend a 
good deal of time worrying if the 
bricks should be painted or left 
as is. Well, according to the peo- 


ple who make bricks, the only 
reason for painting them is that 
you don’t like the color. Bricks 
don’t have to be kept painted to 
keep them from rotting or falling 
apart. 

Now, if you don’t like the color 
of your bricks, it’s perfectly okay 
to paint them but you'll be wise 
to use a cement paint rather than 
an ordinary oil paint. The reason 
is that oil paint will produce a 
more or less water-tight film over 
the outside face of the bricks. If 
the bricks happened to be a little 
damp or if some water worked 
through some faulty coping or 
mortar, it would have trouble 
getting out past that film of 
paint. What it would probably do 
would be to go through the in- 
side wall and this wouldn’t be 
good for the plaster, paint or 
wallpaper. This won't happen with 
a cement paint.

Word for It

PRONUNCIATION CLINIC. 
I'D LIKE to nominate the 
() German word strafe for 
® consideration in your 
splendid Pronunciation Clinic. 
Will you please give the origin, 
and the current pronunciation? 
—K. D. 

We cannot ‘consider our word 
strafe to be German. The Ger- 
man word, pronounced SHTRAH- 
fuh, means “punish,” and Ameri- 
can and British) soldiers picked it 
up during World War I from the 


German saying “Gott strafe Eng y 


land.” 

Strafe was misinterpreted as 
meaning “bombard with shell 
fire,” and the word entered Eng- 
lish with that meaning. At first 
it was pronounced “strahf” or 
straff.” It passed into disuse after 
the armistice. 

During World War II, however, 
the word was revived by our Air 
Forces and was given an entirely 
new meaning: “To rake (any tar- 
get) with machine gun fire from 
a low-flying airplane.” 

The pronunciation 
again and became: straif. 

Thus we have a new and highly 
useful word which has no con- 
nection with the German strafe 
except for the spelling. 

Q. yPlease give us the history 
and pronunciation of the word 
sundae.—T. B. S. 

A. The origin of the ice-cream 
confection, sundae, is uncertain. 
Most dictionaries link sundae 
vaguely with the day, Sunday. I 
have found an account of the word 
in H. L. Méncken’s great book, 
“The American Language” (Alfred 
A. Knopf, New York): “A popu- 
lar etymology runs thus: In 1902 
or thereabouts there was a sudden 
craze for enforcing the Blue Laws 
in Virginia (or some other South- 
ern state), and selling ice cream 
soda on Sunday became hazard- 
ous. An ingenious druggist seek- 
ing to baffle the police, decided 
to give the beverage a néw ap- 
pearance and a new name, and 
so added a few berries to it and 
called it a ‘sundae’ in occult ref- 
erence to the day. I offer this for. 
what it is worth, which is prob- 
ably not nfuch.”

NANTUCKET. 

RECEIVED a letter from a gold 
| star mother the other day 

which, I think, stated some 
thoughts that are in the hearts 
of many women today: 

“My grandson is returning from 
the Valley Forge jamboree where 
boys meet each other as friends 
and are learning to live with each 
other. Why can’t the armies do 
the same? I am not writing this 
for any publicity nor for any self- 
ish reason, but it seems to me you 
are in a position to plant in the 
minds of different nations our 
longing for. peace, real peace.” 

I think the people of every na- 
tion in the world would echo this 
women’s crv, and there are no 
members of our Administration, 
from the President through the 
whole list of our official govern- 
ment representatives, who would 
not say that peace was the all- 
important objective for which 
they strove every day of their 
lives. ° 
The trouble is that men through- 
out the world are not all in the 
same stage of development. Some 
have reached the point where they 
might have the patience to reason 
out the problems that face na- 
tions, but others will tend to 
think only of settlement through 
force. And, so long as there is 
this difference in background we 
cannot bring about universal 
agreement. We are obliged to re- 
sign ourselves to taking certain 
actions, which we hope will give 
us time to achieve mutual under- 
standing and a similar level of 
development. At the same time, 
prevent war during that period 
of development. 

If anyone believes that force 
can settle problems, then those 
of us who want peace, must have 
force to avoid becoming the 
slaves of those who would use 
force in order to control the 
minds and lives of other men. 
This puts a very heavy load on 
the more highly developed peo- 
ple of the world, because they 
must constantly watch themselves 
so they only use their force to 
prevent war. They must remain 
open to negotiations and ready 
to discuss agreements of any 
kind, even with the people who 
seem at present unable to trust 


exclusively to,reason for the ulti- 
mate settlement of difficulties. 

Disarmament must, in turn be 
complete and universal. Real 
inspection must be set up and 
applied alike in every nation. Real 
strength must exist in the United 
Nations, and the machinery of the 
United Nations must be able to 
function on a legal and humani- 
tarian basis. Their police force 
must be a genuine police force, 
really keeping any aggressors in 
order. 

To submit to this kind of col- 
lective control means that we 


‘have faith in human beings the 


world over. We must believe that 
human beings, acting collectively, 
can he impartial and objective, 
that they can hold ideals of justice 
and freedom for all the nations 
of the world, little and big. 

To attain this faith we must 
see the nations of the world, 
members of the United Nations, 
acting year by year under the 
guidance of these ideals. 

In other words, 


proving our ability to live in 
a world democracy. No easy thing 


to prove, no easy faith to build, | 
but only in this way .will we | 
answer the cry from the hearts | 


of the women of the world,

Reclaiming the Spoils of Pits Mining

MILLSTADT, Il., July 27 
OTHER NATURE and the 
skills of men are restoring 
the farmlands ravaged by 
strip mining hereabouts. Fertil- 
ity is being found and nourished 
in the “spoils” left by the huge 
machines that uncover the layers 
of coal beneath the surface. The 
upturned earth ridges that mar 
the landscape, heretofore believed 
barren, have been found to be 
rich in the mineral elements that 
are needed for the nourishment 
of grasses and grains, more abun- 
dant than they were in the top- 
soil that was turned under. The 
unsightly ridges are being leveled 
and impregnated by organic life. 
Cattle are grazing and:apple trees 
are growing on the land that has 
been redeemed by Mother Nature 
and the skills of men. When the 
stripping has been completed and 
the machines have rolled away it 
is promised that the countryside 
will be as fair as it was before 
and more fruitful because there 
will be new soil dredged from the 
depths replacing the old that had 
been drained of its fertility by 
cultivation and erosion. 

Under the old soil of squthern 
Illinois there are in many areas 
layers of coal, usually from 3 to 
6 feet thick, overlaid with 25 to 
50 feet of earth. Because there 
is no rock roof for underground 
operations, the only way that it 
can be mined is by stripping the 
earth off it and scooping it up 
with power shovels. Gradual de- 
pletion of the lower layers by 
shaft mining has stimulated strip 
mining, which has been carried 
on extensively in numerous areas. 
Always there has been the prob- 
lem of the unsightly mountains

N wasteland areas where the 

soil was unproductive and of 

little value the problem was 
not so great, but when the Mid- 
west-Radiant Corporation began 
operations near Millstadt, in St. 
Clair county, they were invading 
a rich farming community which 
it was supposed would be de- 
stroyed as such by the operation. 
To allay the hostility that was en- 
gendered the company intensified 
its efforts to find a solution for 
the spoils problem. 

Dr. E. R. Spencer of Lebanon, 
Ill., a soils expert and counsellor, 
was called in. Examining and 
testing the spoils he found, as 
he knew he would, that the new 
soil that had been brought to the 
surface was filled with the min- 
erals that at one time permeated 
the level land. Mother Nature 
was doing her best to show that 
there was richness in the up- 
turned earth, for there were spots 
of sweet clover. If unhelped, 
though, the unleveled ground’s 
harvest would be weeds and a 
bramble of shrubs. 

The thing to do was to level the 
spoils and seed them with sweet 
clover and lespedeza. The next

sheep. It would be necessary, 
though, to follow through with 
pasturing because unless the re- 
stored fields were pastured they 
would revert to weeds and brush. 
Later the restored soil would pro- 
duce in turn soybeans and wheat 
and finally corn, but first the 
grasses and then the grain. 

Cattle would fatten on the 
grasses because the overturning 
of the earth brought up shale 
loaded with lime and phosphate 
and other minerals that plants 
and animals use and it would be 
better pasture land than it was 
before because there was a lack 
of these minerals in the old de- 
pleted top soil. In his tests this 
has been confirmed by finding 
lime and phosphate in the spoils 
bank even where, by reason of a 
considerable coal admixture, there 
is the least likelihood of finding 
these elements, whereas invari- 
ably when these minerals are 
found lacking it is in topsoil that 
has in some manner escaped be- 
ing turned under. 
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R. SPENCER told the opera- 
Dicrs of the Millstadt field 

that if stock were pastured on 
the restored land they would be 
more healthy and more fecund 
than those pastured on common 
fields and that their meat, 
fleeces and hides would be bet- 
ter than could be produced else- 
where.

Arthur Mallams, farm program 
manager of the company, pur 
chased a herd of Herefords and 
put them on a fenced field that 
had been leveled and _ seeded 
with sweet clover and les~edeza.

increased and additional pastures 
will be made available for rental 
by the farmers of the neighbor- 
hood. It is expected that success 
of the grazing demonstration will 
lead to the leveling and restora- 
tion of the nearly 1500 acres that 
have been stripped and that ulti- 
mately the reclamation will be 
extended to the 2500 acres in the

reserve. To encourage the return 
of company lands to private own- 
ership, acreage will be sold back 
to farmers at the prices paid by 


the company plus the cost of 
restoration. 

On eight acres have been plant- 
ed 440 apple trees which are 
growing so well that orchardists 
have offered to take over the 
handling of the crop when full 
production has been reached. This 


also is a demonstration project to 
encourage such use of the re- 
claimed land. 

Dr. Spencer is confident that 
the apple trees will thrive be- 
cause the orchard is carpeted with 
clover which will leave a residue 
of nitrate in the soil and the 
humus content, negligible when 
the trees were set out, is now 
adequate and will continue to in- 
crease. Last year the clover 
yielded, in addition to the pastur- 
age, 126 bales of hay.

It is the hope of Dr. Spencer

T is possible, Dr. Spencer thinks, 
that the experimentation on 
the spoils banks may prove the 
feasibility of rejuvenating worn- 
out soils by tearing them up and 
bringing the shales to the top, a 
process of getting a good farm by 
turning the old one upside down. 

The stripping operation at Mill- 
stadt has been in progress since 
1938, leaving square miles of min- 
iature mountain ranges in a level 
land. It is in the midst of a pros- 
perous farming area. The earth 
overlay is removed by draglines 
and shovels and piled in peaked 
ridges. Dynamite is used when 
necessary to break up rock for- 
mations and loosen the six-foot 
coal vein (Illinois No. 6 seam). 
The coal is scooped up by a load- 
er and dumped into 30-ton trucks 
which deliver it at the washer. 
The production is 700,000 tons a 
year, which is more than most 
deep mines produce. Although 
most of the processes are mechan- 
ical, the company has about 100 
employes. The production is about 
25 tons per man in a seven-hour 
day, about twice what it is in a 
deep mine. The operation is said 
to be the largest truck mine in 
the world. 

A point in favor of strip mining 
is that it is less hazardous than 
deep mining. On April 18 the 
company was presented by the 
Bureau of Mines with a certificate 
of honor for producing between 
February 1939 and Jan. 31, 1950, 
which was 1,901,743 mining hours, 
6,334,225 tons of coal without a fa- 
tality. The yield, after the coal 
has been washed, is 8000 tons to 
the acre.
